Opening- of the Twenty-Seventh 


National Encampment 


UNDER MOST FAVORABLE AUSPICES. 


Q:n Harrison Still the Lion of the 


Occasion—The Day's Proceedings 


and the Night's Festivities— 


The Illumination. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept 5.—Thanks 


to queen's weather and the successful 
carrying out of the admirable arrange- 
ments perfected by the local commit- 
tees, the twenty-seventh national en- 
campment of tho Grand Army opened 
inobt auspiciously yesterday. So far 
as the number of visitors from outside 
points is concerned the success of the 
encampment is already assured. All 
day long the railroads poured a stream 
of people into the Hoosior capital. 
No 


le^s than fifty trains with an average 
of ten cars each are 
reported by

twelve hours ending at 7 o'clock last 
night, and as each car hail its full 
quota of passengers, to say nothing1 of 
those in which even standing room 
was at a premium, somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 
30,ObO people must 


have turned loose into the highways 
and byways of Indianapolis during 
the day 
Not all of these, however, 


were veterans. In fact the boys in 
blue were almost lost in the throngs. 
The hardy, hoop-pole yeomanry of In- 
diana with their wives and children 
and other relatives, near and remote, 
formed a large proportion of the arri- 
vals 
It is onl^ once iu a generation 


that they have a real live national 
Grand Arrav encampment within easy 
reaching-distance, and to keep away 
from it, would be worse than treason. 
And so they are here rri their tens of 
thousands, w ith the prospects that 
their numbers will be doubled before 
another sunset. 


As to the veterans, the arrivals, out- 


Bide of the state posts, are not by any 
means up to expectations. A good 
many states sent! less than half the 
total that had been scheduled a month 
ago as certain to be here; while a few 
are hkely to make even a poorer show- 
ing 
In the encampment proper fully 


a hundred delegates if not more will 
fail to answer to the roll call. Hard 
times and the continued stringency of 
the money market, especially in the 
far western states Is the aseribable 
cause 


But the crowds are here, and even if 


there are a quartette of civilians to 
every veteran, Indianapolis is just as 
well contented and happy. 


Almost on the very spot in Military 


park where thirty-one years ago the cit- 
izens presented to Col. Harrison and his 
newly-organized Seventieth regiment 
of volunteers the standards of Indiana 
uud the United States to carry before 
them too the war, the ex-president, yes- 
terday 
afternoon, dedicated "Camp 


"Wilder," the name bestowed upon some 
SOU tents in which reunions of regi- 
ments and old soldier societies will be 
in full blast for the remainder of the 
week. 


About 3,000 participated in the ex- 


ercises which included addresses by W. 
A. Ketcham, Gen. John T. Wilder, for 
whom the camp is named^ind Gen. 
Harrison; patriotic music by the band 
and the raising of the Stars and Stripes 
to the top of a towering pole. When 
the ex-president was introduced he was 
greated with a volley of cheers that 
was thrice repeated. He apologized 
to his fellow citizens for having re- 
mained so long at the sea shore while 
they were working so hard for the suc- 
cess of the encampment; admitted that 
lie felt in some degree "a shirk"; in- 
dulged in some interesting reminiscen- 
ces ragarding the park and surround- 
ing neighborhood in, the days of the 
war, and eulogized the bravery and de- 
votion to the country of the Indiana 
troops. 


Now that a goodly proportion of the 


men who make and unmake the rulers 
of the organization are on the ground, 
the woods are full of available candi- 
dates for the office of commander-in- 
chief. The list comprises Gen. S. H. 
Hurst, Ohio; Capt. J. G. B. Adams, *" 
Massachusetts; 
Gen. E. B. Burd, 


Grubb, New Jersey; Edgar Allen, Vir- 
ginia; Charles P. Lincoln, Washington; 
James A. Sexton, Chicago; Editor I F. 
Mack, Sandusky, O., and Charles M. 
Travis, Indiana. Hurst, who appeared 
to be leading Sunday, has encountered 
opposition from his own state; Adams 
and Lincoln are prime favorites, while 
tbe support of the others is confined to 
their own states. Adams' friends are 
Hangnine of his success. Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia have entered the list 
against Lincoln, Neb., for the honor of 
having the next encampment, and the 
Smoky city is likely to capture it. 
Lincoln has made several unsuccessful 
fights in previous years and now, as 
then, the delegates are skeptical of its 
ability to make provision for a multi- 
tude. * 


H is probable th at tbe encampment 


will indorse the notion of Commander 
Weiasart in suspending Farnham post, 
of New York, for its action in adopt- 
ing and circulating resolutions approv- 
ing the pension policy of the present 
national administration.

A party of 
Arabs approached and asked Emin: 


"Where are you g-oing-?" 
"To the coast," was Emin's reply. 
The leader of the Arabs, who wan 


armed with a scymetar, then stepped 
up to Emin and said: 


"You 
are Emin Pasha, who killed 


the Arabs ot Victoria Nyanza." With- 
out waiting for an answer he struck 
off Brain's head with the acymetar. 
Emin's body was thrown to the Man- 
yemas, who ate it. 


Subsequently the Manyemaa mur- 


dered Emm's followers and ate them.
